1  From  the  Rev.  T.  H.  Squance. 

Columbo,  October  1817. 

Ihavf  often  witnessed  with  much  gratification  the  pleasing  re¬ 
sult  attending  the  dissemination  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures.  In  pro- 
^nrtioii  as  they  have  been  received  and  read  with  attention,  they 
lave  always  improved  the  morals  of  mankind.  This  observation 
jiHS  seldom  been  more  remarkably  exemplified  than  in  the  case  of 
fhe  poor  prisoners  at  Point  de  Oalle  ;  for  a  considerable  time  they 

I  have  been  much  neglected,  and  left  destitute  of  all  the  means  of 
Christian  instruction,  until  one  of  our  assistant  missionaries,  Mr. 
iHlIinan,  (under  the  superintendance  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Erskine,) 
bej^an  to  visit  them  for  the  purpose  of  reading  and  expounding  th6 
Scriptures  for  their  instruction.  At  first  Mr.  Laliman  met  with 
many  discouragements;  for  the  prisoners  appeared  to  be  abandon¬ 
ed  to  almost  every  vice,  and  they  listened  with  much  indifference 
to  any  thing  he  advanced.  He  did  not  visit  them,  however,  many 
times,  before  he  witnessed  a  great  reformation  among  them.  They 
he^an  to  listen  with  attention,  and  immediately  as  he  entered  the 
prison,  they  gathered  around  him  with  much  eagerness,  to  hear 
the  word  of  life.  Many  of  them  have  remarked  that  they  have 
derived  much  benefit  from  his  instructions  and  they  have  evinced 
the  truth  of  these  remarks  by  the  uncommon  respect  which  they 
have  shown  for  the  Sabhath.  They  were  formerly  in  the  habit  of 
cleaning  out  the  jail  on  a  Sunday  morning  ;  hut  now  they  work  af¬ 
ter  their  usu<d  hour  on  Saturday  evening  to  avoid  breaking  the 
fourth  commandment.  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  continuance  of  the

same  means  will  produce  a  still  greater  reformation  among  these 
unfortunate  men. 

2  Inquiry  excited  among  the  natives  of  Ceylon. 


In  the  district  of  Jaffna  several  Hindoos  have  showm  a  desire  ta 
possess  and  read  the  New  Testament ;  Budhists,  and  even  Budhist 
J^riests,  apply  frequently  for  Cingalese  Scriptures  ;  and  Mahomet¬ 
ans  have  begun  to  manifest  an  inclination  to  receive  instruction 
themselves,  and  to  permit  their  children  to  partake  of  the  benefit 
of  an  improved  education.  Daniel  Theophilus,  the  Mahometan, 
whose  conversion  w’as  noticed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Second  Re¬ 
port  of  this  Society,  has  been  zealously  employed  among  his  late 
hre/hron,  who  begin  to  look  upon  him  with  more  complacency 
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than  they  did.  He  had  just  completed  an  elaborate  work,  in  whict 
he  has  collected  a  great  many  passages  from  the  Koran,  which  he 
gives  both  in  Arabic  and  Tamul,  with  the  passages  out  of  the  Bi* 
ble,  from  which  they  were  evidently  copied. 


From  Frankfortf  (Germany)  November  6,  1817. 

I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  giving  you  some 
count  of  what  took  place  at  the  commemoration  of  the  Third  Ceij. 
tenary  of  the  Reformation. 

To  add  to  its  solemnity,  I  had  some  time  before  submitted 
proposal  to  our  Committee,  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable 
the  day  of  that  festival  to  make,  at  the  principal  Lutheran  Church, 
a  public  distribution  of  Bibles  to  young  people,  and  in  particuUi 
to  those  whose  parents,  on  account  of  the  hea%y  pressure  of  the 
times,  had  it  not  in  their  power  to  procure  a  Bible  for  them.  Ths 
proposal  was,  to  my  great  joy,  very  readily  agreed  to  ;  and  I  wjj 
commissioned  to  provide  the  requisite  number  of  copies.  Altbo’ 
it  w  as  thought  that  two  hundred,  at  most,  might  be  sufficient,  I 
took  care  to  have  five  hundred  bound ;  and,  though  the  notifica¬ 
tion  of  our  intention  <  ould  be  issued  only  a  few  days  before  it  was 
to  be  carried  into  effect,  such  a  number  of  children  presented 
themselves  in  order  to  partake  of  the  proffered  boon,  that  ihey 
amounted  to  upwards  of  four  hundred  ;  in  addition  to  which,  the 
parents,  some  in  dec*  nt  circumstances,  offered  to  pay  with  pleas¬ 
ure  for  the  copies,  that  the  Bible  on  that  day  might  be  given ti 
their  children,  as  a  lasting  memorial  of  the  festival  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Benckerd,  a  member  of  our  Committee,  opened 
the  solemnity  at  four  o’chrek  with  an  address  ;  after  which  tbi 
distribution  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-five  bound  copies  took 
place.  Pious  emotions  pervaded  the  whole  assembly.  The  chil¬ 
dren  received  the  Bibles  with  tears  of  joy  and  gratitude.  A  pioe 
lady  of  rank  made  her  way  through  the  crowd  to  the  altar,  carry 
ing  her  little  boy  in  her  arms,  in  order  to  have  the  gratification 
receiving  a  Bible.  Many  parents  lamented  that  they  were  infor 
med  too  late  of  the  intended  distribution,  which  prevented  their 
children  from  participating  in  the  joys  of  the  festivity.  A  thoo- 
sand  Bibles  would  not  have  been  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  desire  o( 
ail.  Parents  and  children  appear  every  day,  and  anxiously  inquire 
after  a  Bible.  I  comfort  them  with  an  assurance  that  they  shai 
be  gratified  on  the  arrival  of  a  fresh  supply.  In  short,  there  h  i 
general  longing  after  the  Bible  ;  and  on  this  occasion,  it  has  beet 
shown  that  the  Sacred  Volume  is  more  scarce  in  many  famili^ 
than  could  have  been  supposed. 

A  person  of  rank  brought  me  a  donation  of  60  florins,  (about  6/. 
sterling,)  and  many  parents  paid  double  the  price  for  a  copy- 
This  circumstance  will  no  doubt  increase  the  number  of  member?, 
as  many  will  now  be  made  more  acquainted  with  the  real-objec* 
of  the  Bible  Society.

Xhe  favorable  reception  which  the  Missionaries  sent  by  our  cas¬ 
ern  brethren  have  experienced  from  the  southern  Indians,  and  the 
.^rsevering  industry  with  w  hich  they  pursue  their  highly  popular 
nd  commendable  plan,  of  introducing  the  knowledge  of  the  arts  of 
iril  life  in  conjunction  w  ith  that  of  the  Christian  Religion,  tend  to 
upart  no  ordinary  interest  to  the  journals  of  that  mission,  and 
ive  a  corresponding  importance  to  the  facts  which  go  to  form  the 
jitorv  of  the  establishment. 

We  copy  from  “  the  Recorder”  the  following  extracts  of  a  Let- 
,rand  Journal  of  the  Rev.  Ard  Hoyt,  one  of  the  Missionaries,  da- 
ed 

Ckickamaugah^  Mission  House,  Jan,  6, 1818. 
Rev.  and  dear  Sir, — My  last  was  w  ritten  at  Savannah,  and  con- 
ined  a  brief  account  of  what  we  had  done  as  servants  of  the 
r„rrd,  and  of  the  Lord’s  very  gracious  dealings  with  us,  up  to  the 
i  of  Dec.  With  satisfaction  inexpressible,  w  ith  joy  unspeakable, 
are  now  permitted  to  erect  our  Ebenezer  in  this  place,  and 
dte  Chickamaugah. 

Before  1  take  up  my  journal  to  give  you  particulars,  permit  me 
i  observe,  that  the  Lord  has  been  trying  us  writh  mercies  ever 
ice  we  left  Savannah.  We  have  met  with  no  disasters;  we  have 
jtbeen  hindered  in  our  journey  a  single  hour  by  the  sickness  of 
T  of  our  numerous  family  ;  we  have  never  felt  the  heart  of  a 
inger  ;  nor  do  I  know’  that  any  one  of  the  family  has  had  a 
omy  hour.  You  certainly  w  ill  join  with  us  in  praising  our  cove- 
ut  God  for  his  kind  protecting  providence  and  for  his  abundant 
irace.  But  1  must  hasten  to  my  journal. 

To  save  repetitions,  and  at  the  same  time  to  give  as  particular 
account  of  ourselves  as  is  piacticable,  I  will  here  state  our  mode 
/travelling.  Provision  for  our  food  being  laid  in  beforehand 
|wbere  it  could  be  purchased  best,  our  females  made  preparation 
pr  supper  and  breakfast  where  we  lodged.  Morning  devotions 
icd  breakfast  were  attended  to  by  candle  light,  that  we  might  be 
prepared  to  pursue  our  journey  by  the  6rst  morning  light ;  and 
I'iius  we  had  no  occasion  to  stop,  except  a  few  minutes  to  feed  our 
|borsesat  noon,  until  night  returned.  But  notwithstanding  the 
whole  day  was  thus  spent  in  travelling,  such  was  the  state  of  the 
•*oads,  and  the  weight  of  our  load,  that  the  horses  could  travel  on¬ 
ly  about  twenty  miles  a  day,  and  sometimes  not  even  that  distance, 
though  most  of  the  family  generally  walked  to  lighten  our  load. 
This  will  account  for  our  being  so  long  on  our  journey. 

Sabbath  7. — We  rested  in  Jacksonville,  brother  Butrick  and 
myself  both  preached. 

[I  Wednesday  10. — Arrived  in  Augusta  just  one  month  after  wc 
l<fl  Wilkesbarre. 

Thursday  11. — Spent  in  Augusta;  concluded  that  brother 
Sutrick  should  stay  and  take  a  collection  here  on  the  Sabbathe 
then  come  on  to  Athens  by  stage. 
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Friday  12. — Left  Augusta,  and  arrived  at  Athens  on  the  Utlj 
Mr.  Butrick  arrived  the  evening  before.  Being  now  near  the  In! 
dian  country,  and  finding  our  spiritual  life  drooping,  we  thought^ 
best  to  spend  a  day  in  fasting  and  prayer.  Accordingly,  Friday 
19tli  was  set  apart  for  this  purpose,  and  w  e  found  it  very  refresh¬ 
ing  to  our  souls.  Nor  did  it  hinder  our  progress  ;  for  meantime 
our  sisters  of  Athens  prepared  food  for  the  remainder  of  our  jour¬ 
ney.  The  widow  of  the  late  Dr.  Findley’,  like  a  true  mother  b 
Israel,  was  very  active  in  making  this  preparation  for  us. 

Saturday  20. — We  left  Athens  and  proceeded  on  our  joumpt, 
Night  overtook  us  in  a  very  obscure  place,  hut  through  the  good 
providence  of  our  covenant  God,  we  found  a  house  w  here  w  e  could 
spend. Sabbath  with  one  of  Zion’s  pilgrims. 

Sabbath  21. — About  twenty  or  thirty  persons  were  collected 
from  the  woods,  who  were  very  attentive,  and  sc»me  of  whom  ap- 
peared  considerably  affected,  while  we  spoke  to  them  of  the  great 
salvation. 

Monday  22. — Performed  our  usual  task  of  travelling,  and  came 
to  the  ancient  Indian  line. 

Tuesday  2S. — With  great  joy  and  elevation  of  spirits  we  enter- 
ad  the  territory  of  the  natives.  Night  coming  on,  we  enraoi}  td 
by  the  road  side  in  the  true  style  of  the  country.  Our  waggt^ 
with  blankets  hung  on  poles,  formed  a  semi-circle  ;  in  the  front  o( 
which  by  the  side  of  a  fallen  tree,  we  made  a  fire.  Here  se 
prepared  and  took  our  tea,  read  a  chapter,  sung  the  psalm  entitled, 
“  The  Traveller’s  Psalm,”  and  with  great  joy  and  satisfaction 
how’ed  the  knee  around  the  family  altar.  Under  the  suspendrd 
blankets  the  young  people  slept,  myself  and  wife  in  the  waggon. 
I  believe  we  all  felt  perfectly  at  home,  and,  so  far  as  I  could  dis¬ 
cover,  every  one  rejoiced  that  we  were  now  to  rest  on  liidiaa 
ground.  A  rain  in  the  latter  part  of  the  night  rendered  our  situa¬ 
tion  rather  uncomfortable  ;  but  the  thought  of  having  entered  the 
field  of  our  future  labours,  rendered  every  thing  pleasant. 

Wednesday  24. — Rose  early,  had  a  sweet  time  in  family  wor¬ 
ship,  and  after  breakfast  pursued  our  journey.  The  rain  contis- 
ued  tlie  whole  day  ;  the  road  so  bad  that  we  were  obliged  to 
walk.  All  of  us  wet  and  cold,  travelled  through  mud  and  water 
tile  whole  day  before  we  could  find  a  resting  place  ;  still  every 
thing  appeared  pleasant,  and  the  health  of  every  one  presened. 
This  night  we  lodged  near  the  High  Tow  er,  where  Mr.  Comelios 
met  the  council. 

Thursday  25. — Our  landlord,  learning  our  business,  entreated 
us  to  stay  with  him  until  the  next  day  ;  as  there  would  be  a  large 
number  of  the  natives  collected  at  a  short  distance  ;  many  of  ibc 
Chiefs  would  he  present,  and  he  wished  us  to  hear  w  hat  they 
w  ould  say  respecting  a  missionary  establishment ;  stating  that 
some  were  rather  complaining  that  all  the  schools  should  be  at  the 
north,  and  none  in  this  part  of  the  nation.  We  thought  best  to 
w  ait,  but  not  to  attend  the  meeting  ourselves,  or  to  send  any  word 
»s  we  bad  no  instructions  of  this  nature. 
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Before  ni^ht  our  landlord  returned  ;  said  there  %fere  at  least  a 
hundred  Indians  at  the  meeting ;  that  as  soon  as  he  mentioned  us 
add  our  business  to  the  chiefs,  they  called  the  whole  to  attend  a 
jjik  ;  that  they  were  all  very  anxious  for  an  establishment  here 
like  the  one  at  Chickamaugah,  and  if  we  would  commence  imme* 
diatelV)  they  w  ould  put  up  buildings  for  us  at  any  place  we  should 
choose,  at  their  own  expens<^,  and  send  at  least  a  hundred  chil> 
dren.  He  brought  us  a  little  scrap  of  paper,  on  which  w  as  writ¬ 
ten  as  follows 

Dtctmhtr  the  2.bth,  1817. 

Sib, 

We  have  agreed  for  you  to  teach  school  for  us  natives  here  in 
this  settlement.  We  want  you  to  commence  as  quick  as  pos¬ 
sible,  wc  w'ant  our  children  to  larn,  we  want  you  to  pick  out  the 
place  to  set  your  school  house. 

George  Parris,  John  Derhitt, 

Thomas  Sanders,  John  Downing. 

Moses  Parris. 

As  there  appeared  to  be  already  some  jealousies  on  account  of 
s!)  the  missionaries  being  sent  to  Chickamaugah,  w  e  concluded  it 
would  not  do  to  let  this  pass  unnoticed  ;  therefore  directing  our 
letter  to  the  persons  who  had  signed  this  paper,  we  wrote  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

December  25,  1818, 

Brothers, 

Wc  thank  the  Good  Spirit  that  has  brought  us  to  your  nation, 

thank  him,  and  we  thank  you  that  we  have  been  so  kindly  re¬ 

ceived,  and  that  you  have  invited  us  to  establish  a  school  imme- 
I  diatcly  in  this  settlement ;  but  are  very  sorry  that  we  cannot  im- 
j  oediately  comply  with  your  request. 

Brothers,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  our  fathers, 
who  have  sent  us  to  teach  your  children,  and  to  preach  the  Gos- 
!  pel  to  you,  greatly  desire  that  your  whole  nation  may  receive  the 

I  benefit  of  our  instruction,  having  no  partiality  to  any  particular 
part.  They  wish  also  to  send  teachers  to  the  Chickasaws,  Choc- 
laws,  Creeks,  and  all  our  red  brethren.  We  cannot  tell  where 
we  shall  be  placed  till  we  go  to  Chickamaugah,  talk  with  our 
brethren  there,  and  send  to  our  fathers.  But  we  will  certainly  tell 
them  what  you  say,  and  if  they  please  to  direct  us  to  settle  in  this 
part  of  your  nation,  we  shall  be  highly  pleased  with  it.  Possibly 
we  may  come  from  Chickamaugah,  and  hold  a  talk  with  you  on 
this  subject,  and  then  look  out  a  place  for  our  school  where  you 

II  shall  direct.

To  our  dear  hrothcrSf  George  Parris,  ifc. 

The  man  to  whom  we  gave  our  letter  appeared  highly  pleased, 
and  promised  to  deliver  it  as  soon  as  possibir. 
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Friday,  26,  and  Saturday  27, — We  travelled  witliout  any  ot 
currence  worthy  of  notice,  except  that  wherever  the  natives  un. 
derstood  our  business  they  appeared  highly  pleased. 

Sabbath,  28. — We  spent  this  day  in  the  midst  of  natives,  nunj. 
bers  within  our  view,  children  at  their  play,  adults  pursuing  their 
common  vocations,  all  ignorant  of  the  Sabbath,  and  of  him  who  made 
it  for  man.  Judge  what  must  have  been  our  feelings  to  see  and  hear 
these  things,  and  yet  be  unable  to  communicate  tQ  these  perishio* 
people  one  idea  respecting  their  Deliverer.  They  could  not  un- 
derstand  our  speech  ;  we  were  therefore  obliged  to  worship  by 
ourselves. 

Monday,  29. — Having  travelled  as  usual  till  near  dark,  we  were 
very  glad  to  find  a  place  where  we  could  w  arm  and  dry  ourselves, 
and  be  sheltered  from  the  storm  ;  but  our  satisfaction  was  greatly 
increased  to  find  one  of  the  natives  cheerfully  entertaining  us  free 
of  expense  because  we  were  missionaries. 

Tuesday,  29. — We  hoped  this  day  to  reach  the  Moravian  Mis¬ 
sion  House,  but  night  coming  on  before  we  got  through,  we  were 
again  obliged  to  take  up  our  lodging  in  the  forest,  as  there  is  do 
travelling  in  these  roads  in  the  night.  The  weather  was  cold 
but  having  plenty  of  wood,  w^e  made  ourselves  tolerably  comfort 
able,  and  had  a  pleasant  night  from  the  consideration  of  the  work 
in  which  we  were  engaged,  and  from  the  presence  of  our  gracious 
Redeemer. 

Wednesday,  31. — Our  friends  at  the  Moravian  Mission  House 
hearing  that  we  were  near,  one  was  sent  very  early  in  the  mom 
ing  to  meet  us,  and  conduct  us  in.  We  were  received  with  the 
greatest  affection  by  our  fellow'-labourers,  Mr.  John  Gambould  and 
his  wife.  They  had  appointed  to  celebrate  the  Lord’s  Supper 
this  evening  with  their  little  fiock,  and  at  their  request  we  gladly 
united  with  them.  Our  brother,  Mr.  Charles  R.  Hicks,  of  whom 
you  have  doubtless  heard,  made  one  of  the  company.  He  appears 
a  very  .intelligent  and  eminently  pious  man  ;  and  from  his  rank 
in  the  nation,  being  nominally  the  second  chief,  but  in  influence 
the  first,  will  doubtless  be  of  great  service  to  the  mission.  This 
king  (for  so  he  is  styled  by  the  natives)  will  probably  be  a  nursing 
father  to  the  church  in  this  dark  land.  Our  friends  here  having 
appointed  to  celebrate  the  new  year  by  publick  worship,  and  num 
bers  of  the  Indians  being  expected  to  attend,  we  were  constrained 
to  engage  to  stay  and  preach  to  them. 

Thursday,  January  1,  1818. — Spent  very  agreeably,  and  we 
hope  profitably,  in  this  place,  according  to  the  appointment  of 
yesterday. 

Friday,  2,  and  Sat.  3. — Went  on  our  way  to  Chickamaugah,  did 
not  quite  reach  the  Mission  House,  but  brother  Kingsbury  met  us, 
spent  the  night  with  us,  and  conducted  us  in  on  Sabbath  morning 
I  must  leave  you  to  judge  of  our  feelings  on  meeting  our  dear 
Cherokee  congregation  in  the  publick  worship  of  God.  Our  heart 
aite  united,  our  spirits  refreshed,  and  w'e  trust  in  God  that  in 
our  labours  he  will  cause  us  to  be  of  one  licart  and  one  mmd. 
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Brother  Butrick.  sends  hi3  Christian  salutations.  Accept,  dear 
jir  loy  sincere  respects,  kc.

REFORMATION  IN  NEWGATE. 

dract  of  a  letter  from  a  respectable  friend  in  London  to  his  cof* 
respondent  in  this  cily^  relative  to  the  female  department  in  the 
prison  at  .Veto  Gate. 

It  may  afford  thee  satisfaction  to  learn,  that  a  Committee  of 
jwomen  friends  have  had  permission  to  try  their  strength  in  the 
lindeavor  to  bring  about  some  reformation  in  their  own  sex  in  that 
jfison.  It  is  now  somewhat  more  than  three  months  since  they 
rommenced  their  operations  ;  and  it  is  admirable  to  see  the  as¬ 
tonishing  improvement  which  has  in  this  short  period  taken  place. 
[Some  months  previous,  myself  with  some  others  visited  New  Gate, 
ind'we  were  at  that  time  shocked  to  observe  the  extreme  deprav¬ 
ity,  licentiousness,  and  wickedness  of  the  females.  Drunkenness 
id  blasphemy  was  continual,  accompanied  by  quarrelling  and 
igliting,  and  other  vices  consequent  on  the  degradation  they  were 
|tiieo  plunged  into.  The  scene  is  now  different. — About  a  month 
)r  five  weeks  since,  I  again  went  there,  accompanied  by  Lord  Nu¬ 
gent,  one  of  our  honorary  members  of  the  Society  for  the  diffusion 
ofknowledge  on  the  criminal  laws,  &,c.  where  we  beheld  a  very 
diferent  scene.  There  w’as  no  swearing,  no  drunkenness,  no  lewd 
coQversation,  no  quarrelling  or  fighting  ;  there  was  a  strict  atten- 
t’oQ  to  various  employments  given  them,  the  earnings  for  which 
were  reserved  for  them  w  hen  they  left  the  prison.  It  w  as  com¬ 
menced  by  Elizabeth  (Joseph)  Fry,  and  is  continued  by  ten  female 
mends,  and  two  women,  wives  of  clergymen,  some  of  whom  daily 
superintend  the  management.  Among  other  work  that  has  been 
done  by  the  prisoners,  they,  to  the  end  of  three  months,  made 
more  than  4000  shirts,  besides  knitting  many  pairs  of  stockings. 
And  the  week  before  last  the  person  employing  them  having  oc¬ 
casion  to  make  up  a  large  shipping  order,  had  100  shirts  made  for 
kim  by  these  females  in  one  day.  This  I  look  upon  as  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  a  new  era  in  prison  discipline  ;  and  I  earnestly  hope 
m  a  short  time  some  effort  may  be  made  towards  reformation 
among  the  men;  which,  if  carried  rightly  into  effect,  wijl  evident¬ 
ly  show  that  there  will  be  no  necessity  for  taking  away  the  life  of 
buman  beings  so  long  as  they  may  be  thus  made  extensively  use¬ 
ful  to  society,  and,  it  may  be  hoped,  reformed  themselves.

Sir,  the  rise  and  progress  of  religion,  in  any  place,  is  always  ic- 
‘'^resling  to  the  friends  of  Zion.  The  church  in  this  place,  vfSM 
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organized  May  Sd,  1805,  consisting  of  eleven  members,  all  of 
■whom  are  now  living,  and  living  here.  In  the  three  succeediof 
years  thirty  were  added.  In  1807,  9 — in  1808,  0 — in  1809,  lo. 
in  1810,  20 — in  1811,  14 — in  1812,  9 — in  1813,  12 — in  1814, 

— in  1815,  10 — in  1816,  4 — in  1817,  56.  The  writer  of  t 
sketch  was  ordained  and  installed  Pastor  of  this  church,  June  2!, 
1808.  The  people  have  uniformly  been  attentive  to  the  preach¬ 
ing  of  the  word.  Not  a  year,  I  believe,  has  passed  away,  without 
one  or  more  hopeful  conversions.  The  additions  to  the  church, 
however,  during  the  years  1815  and  16,  were  just  equal  to  the 
deaths  and  dismissions,  so  that  for  two  years  the  church  had  no 
increase.  These  two  years,  were  eminently  years  of  darkness.^ 
The  state  of  the  society  for  part  of  the  time,  was  peculiarly  distres¬ 
sing.  The  professed  people  of  God,  to  an  alarming  degree  slumkh 
ed  !  Instead  of  honoring  they  dishonored  their  profession  !  Buiio 
the  midst  of  wrath,  a  gracious  God  remembered  mercy  !  About 
the  middle  of  the  year  1816,  some  of  the  friends  of  Zion,  I  trust, 
began  most  sensibly,  to  feel  and  lament  her  desolations ;  to  fed 
and  lament  their  own  awful  stupidity  and  departure  from  Goi 
Their  prayers  and  conversation  were  changed,  and  so  chav^ii^ 
that  I  could  not  but  feel,  that  even  dry  hones  would  soon  begin  U 
live.  I  sensibly  felt  my  hands  strengthened  and  my  heart  encour¬ 
aged.  The  last  Thursday  in  February  w  as  observed  by  the  churci 
as  a  day  of  public  fasting  and  prayer;  we  attended  the  sacraraei^ 
tal  supper  in  the  evening.  The  congregation  generally  obsend 
the  day  ;  the  assembly  was  uncommonly  large  and  solemn.  Ii 
one  section  of  the  society,  where  a  w'eekly  prayer  meeting  hai 
been  attended  for  months,  conference  and  prayer  meetings  becamt 
frequent,  crowded  and  solemn.  In  this  neighborhood,  the  reiini 
evidently  began.  By  the  middle  of  May,  some,  in  almost  every 
family  in  the  neighborhood  were  deeply  impressed ;  and  many, 
especially  of  our  dear  youth,  in  different  sections  of  the  society, [ 
began  with  deep  concern,  to  enquire  what  they  should  do  to  be 
saved.  During  the  months  of  May,  June  and  July,  many  were  e^ 
idenlly  brought  out  of  darkness  into  God’s  marvellous  light.  Since 
the  commencement  of  the  revival,  forty-seven  have  professeJ 
their  faith  in  Christ.  Twenty-five  of  the  number  are  youths,  the 
others,  most  of  them  are  young  married  people.  A  goodly  nuia- 
ber  who  are  hopefully  the  subject  of  grace,  have  not  yet  united 
with  the  church.  During  the  revival,  five  have  united  with  tbe 
baptist.  Hundreds  for  a  while  appeared  to  be  deeply  solemnized 
But  many  who  were  evidently  convicted,  beheld  and  wonderei 
but  did  not  repent ! !  God  in  righteous  judgment,  is  now  evidently 
w’ithholdiug  the  convicting  and  converting  influences  of  the  spint 
We  have  great  reason  to  fear,  that  he  has  in  wrath,  concerniDg] 
many  said,  they  are  joined  to  their  idols,  let  them  alone  !  ! 

But  the  Lord  has  done  great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  gla^* 
To  the  saints  it  has  been  a  season  of  refreshing  from  the  presence 
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pfthe  Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  his  power.  God  has  strength- 
pnedZion  ;  he  has  greatly  enlarged  her  borders,  and  to  him  be  all

fhe  presbytery  of  Cayuf^a  met  at  Auburn^  January  1818,  at 
which  tune  the  Ministers  and  Elders^  p^ave  a  statement  respecting 
the  state  of  religion  in  their  congregations. 

From  the  statements  then  made  it  appeared  that  religion  was 
n  a  low  state  in  some  few  of  our  congregations — that  a  great  de¬ 
rive  of  stupidity  in  respect  to  divine  things,  was  too  manifest- 
hat  certain  vices  and  some  destructive  errors  were  found  still  to 
li  t  vail, — and  that  a  part  of  our  congregations  were  but  partially 
applied  with  the  preached  word,  (and  that  within  our  bounds 
districts  of  considerable  extent,  were  without  any  organized 
•ongregalions.) 

While  these  things  are  to  be  viewed  as  subjects  of  lamentation^ 
he  Presbytery  must  feel  themselves  constrained  to  acknowledge 
he  goodness  of  God  to  our  churches.  During  the  year  past,  the 
Siuse  of  religion  has  been  gaining  ground  within  our  bounds,  and 
)ur  churches  have  been  smiled  upon  beyond  all  former  example, 
^our  churches  have  been  constituted  the  year  pas%  and  of  26  con- 
;r*  ;::itions  now  connected  with  this  body,  17  have  been  visited  with 
evivalsmore  or  less  extensive.  The  spirit  of  God  has  been  poured 
nt,  and  multitudes  of  sinners  have  been  aw'akened  and  converted, 
fhe  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  has  been  manifested,  and  the  sub- 
•  cts  of  divine  grace  have  been  multiplied  to  a  considerable  extent, 

1  the  congregations  of  Skaneateles,  Marcellus,  Camillus,  Brutus, 
^lentz,  Sempronius,  Milan,  Ludlowville,  Dryden,  Cayuta,  Scipio, 
and  west  congregations  in  Genoa ; — but  the  trophies  of 
iivine  grace  have  been  more  numerous  in  the  congregations  of 
ihaca,  Lansing,  Aurelius,  and  particularly  in  Auburn. 

The  number  of  conversions  in  Ithaca  have  been  40  ;  in  Lan- 
ing57  :  in  Aurelius  69  ;  in  Auburn  240.  In  some  of  our  congre- 
lations  the  work  still  continues.  Nearly  600  have  been  added  to 
!jr  churches  the  year  past  by  profession  of  faith,  and  many  of  the 
libjects  of  the  late  w^ork  have  not  made  a  profession  of  their  faith. 
These  revivals  have  evidently  borne  the  marks  of  being  the  work 
)f  God. — It  appears  that  the  ministers  have  been  laborious  and 
hat  the  Lord  has  accony^nied  their  ministrations  with  abundant 
access.  The  distinguishing  doctrines  of  the  gospel,  tho’  violently 
,tIyBpposed  in  some  places,  have  been  signally  owned  and  blessed  by 
ejreat  Head  of  the  church. 

Those  of  our  congregations,  w'hich  have  been  in  a  feeble  and 
Broken  state,  are  now  making  exertions  to  furnish  themselves  w’ith 
Bcons^ant  ministration  of  the  word  and  ordinances  of  the  gospel. 

^  '■  Several  churches  have  had  pastoi^s  settled  over  them  the  yr-rTn 
and  others  are  endeavoring  to  effect  the  same  object. 
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The  monthly  conceit  for  prayer  has  been  generally  observed 
and  other  meetings  for  prayer  and  religious  conference  have  beeij 
frequent,  solemn  and  well  attended. 

More  than  usual  pains  have  been  taken  in  the  religions  and  cate- 
ehetical  instruction  of  children.  Bible  classes  have  been  formed, and 
sabbath  schools  have  been  established  in  some  ofour  congregations 
and  have  been  attended  with  good  success.  In  the  school  at  liha. 
ca,  some  of  the  children  have  been  the  happy  subjects  of  divine 
grace  ;  and  one  little  girl  has  learnt  from  the  Bible  from  180  to  >2io 
verses  weekly. 

Among  the  happy  fruits  of  the  revival  with  which  God  has  hies- 
sed  our  congregations,  we  notice  an  increasing  desire  to  extend 
the  blessings  of  the  gospel  among  the  destitute.  This  is  manifest 
in  the  formation  of  a  number  of  charitable  societies  the,  year  past 
Some  Bible,  some  Missionary,  some  Tract  Societies,  and  some  for 
assisting  in  the  education  of  poor  and  pious  youth  for  the  gospel 
ministry.  Some  of  these  are  composed  of  young  men,  and 
some  of  females. 

During  the  year  past,  a  Bible  Society,  Auxiliary  to  the  National 
Society,  has  been  formed  in  the  county  of  Cayuga,  with  prospects 
of  great  usefulness,  and  departments  have  been  organized  in  almost 
every  town  in  the  county. 

In  Auburn,  Camilliis,  Ithaca,  and  Berkshire,  commodious  houses 
have  been  opened  for  divine  worship,  and  others  in  our  bounds  are 
in  a  state  of  forwardness. 

On  the  whole  it  was  abundantly  evident,  that  error  and  vice 
have  been  receding,  and  that  correct  morals  and  vital  goodnes 
have  been  making  happy  advances  the  year  past.

“  For  the  preaching  of  the  cross  is  to  them  that  perish  foolishneP 
but  unto  us  which  are  saved  it  is  the  power. o^ God,^^  Consecra¬ 
ting  prayer,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Alexander,|^f  Onondaga  ;  Charge  to 
the  pastor  elect,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chad\^-k,  of  Ponipey  ;  Addres? 
to  the  congregation,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Baldwin,  of  Pompey  ;  Con¬ 
cluding  prayer,  by  the  Rev.  31r.  Parsons,  ofMarcellus. 

The  exercises  were  all  unusually  able,  solemn,  and  impressirr.

Died,  on  Wednesday  morning  the  4th  of  March,  about  I  o’ciock, 
jthe  Rev.  H  illium  /^oardman,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in 
JNentown,  Long-Island.  He  was  a  man  of  unquestionable  perso- 
!na!  piety,  and  most  sincerely  desirous  of  promoting  his  master’s 


durv  in  the  salvation  of  sinners  to  the  utmost  of  his  ahiiiiies.  In

ithf  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  was  a  popular  and  faiih- 
jful  preacher,  and  a  diligent  conscientious  pastor.  His  people 
iwere  tenderly  attached  to  him,  and  deeply  mourn  his  loss. 

During  the  course  of  his  long  protracted,  and  severe  illness,  the 

B exercises  of  his  mind  were  generally  comfortable,  manifesting 
throughout  an  entire  resignation  to  the  will  of  God.  To  one  of 
his  brethren,  who  saw  him  on  the  Lord’sday  previous  to  his  death, 
iu  reply  to  the  fpiestion  which  was  put  about  the  state  of  his  mind, 
he  quoted  the  words  of  the  prophet,  “  Who  is  among  you  that  fear- 
[eth  the  Lord,  that  oheyeth  the  voice  uf  his  servant,  that  walketh 
darkness  and  hath  no  light?  let  him  tiust  in  the  name  of  the 
iLord,  and  stay  upon  his  (lod  !”  And  added,  “Oh  !  for  the  light 
iOf  God’s  countenance  as  I  once  enjoyed  it!”  but  closed  his  reply, 
God  is  good  I  Oh,  he  is  good !  I  feel  liim  to  he  good  to  me.” 
|After  a  pause,  occasioned  by  liis  weakness,  he  proceeded,  “  My 
dear  brother,  God  Trow  ns  upon  my  people  ;  there  is  great  coldness 
Jinongthem.”  And  that  he  might  not  be  mistaken,  distinctly  re- 
l^^rred  to  the  little  suCcifEs  of  his  ministry  among  them  for  some 
|time  l)ack  ;  when  he  was  reminded  of  the  words  of  the  prophet, 
“Though  Israel  be  not  gatheretl,  yet  shall  I  he  glorious  in  the 
fyes  of  the  Lord,  and  my  (jod  shall  he  my  strength.”  And  the 
ifonsolatory  trutli  which  lh(?y  taught,  that  a  minister’s  personal  sal¬ 
tation  and  eternal  reward  did  not  depend  upon  his  success,  he  was 
foi*  a  moment,  hut  again  broke  forth,  •*  (Mi,  my  brother,  (iod 
frowns  upon  my  people!”  repeating  it  once  or  twice.  He  evident¬ 
ly  r^^garded,  in  this  hour  of  severe  trial,  the  spiritual  interests  of 
congregation  as  mucli  as  bis  iiwn. 
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The  following  were  hig  dying  words,  as  recollected  by  his  IVieiids 
who  were  with  him  during  the  last  conflict. 

“  On  Tuesday  morning  the  3dinst.  having  been  the  patient  sub^ 
ject  of  a  stubborn  fever  for  seven  weeks,  his  disorder  suddenly  as. 
sumed  a  more  alarming  aspect.  His  brother-in-law  having  beef) 
sent  for,  arrived  about  ten  o’clock  in  the  evening.  Mr.  Boardmao 
was  then  dying.  His  brother  was  requested  to  acquaint  him  of  big 
situation.  As  he  approached  the  bed,  Mr.  B.  addressed  him  with 
“  How  do  you  do.  Doctor?”  “How  do  you  do,  Mr.  B.”  «  I  anj 

not  so  well  as  w  hen  you  saw  me  last — I  am  much  fatigued,  and 
want  rest — I  know  my  situation  to  be  a  critical  one — I  feel  my 
weakness  ;  but  God  is  able  to  raise  me  up,  and  1  trust  he  will,  J 
think  I  shall  not  die,  but  live  to  declare  the  wonderous  works  of 
God  to  sinners.  O,  J — ,  Christ  is  a  great  Saviour;  his  merits  are 
infinite :  his  blood  is  precious,  it  cleanseth  from  all  sin ;  embrace 
Him,  J — •,  and  secure  the  mercy  of  God,  for  it  endureth  for  ever. 
Do  you  think  me  near  my  end  “  31  r.  B — ,  your  symptoms  in¬ 
dicate  approaching  dissolution.”  He  heard  his  brother  without 
the  least  possible  discomposure,  closed  his  eyes,  and  rested  him¬ 
self  about  one  minute.  “Well,  if  I  am  dying  I  have  no  time  to 
sleep.  Raise  me  up  and  cal!  my  family  around  me.”  He  was 
raised,  and  his  family  assembled.  “  Where  is  R  ?  where  is  my 
dear  wife  ?  3Iy  dear  and  loving  wife,  I  love  you  sincerely — we 
have  been  permitted  to  live  together  for  many  years  in  much  love 
and  harmony,  and  we  ought  to  thank  God  for  it. — I  am  now  about 
to  leave  you  ;  but  our  separation  is  not  an  eternal  separation.”  Being 
affectionately  asked  by  his  w  ife,  if  he  could  assure  her  that  he  felt 
perfectly  safe  in  the  hands  of  God,  he  answered  with  emphasis, 
“  I  hope  I  can — I  have  not  left  a  preparation  for  death  till  now— 
I  trust  I  have  long  since  given  up  my  soul  unreservedly,  and  I  hope 
sincerely,  to  Christ,  and  he  will  keep  that  safe  which  I  have  com¬ 
mitted  to  him.” — “Can  you  say  so,  my  love?  then  I  can,  if  it  is 
God’s  w  ill,  give  you  up  :  for  my  loss  is  your  gain.  This  w  orld  is 
now”  a  w”ilderness  to  me.”  “  No,  my  dear,  1  leave  you  in  the 
hands  of  that  God  w”ho  has  promised  to  be  a  Father  to  the  father¬ 
less  ones,  and  the  widow’s  God  and  portion.”  He  then  most  af¬ 
fectionately  committed  her  to  the  mercy  of  God  in  Christ,  and 
said,  “  We  shall  meet  in  a  world  where  parting  is  not  known— I 
now*  bid  you  farewell !  Where  are  my  children?  where  is  M — ? 
My  dear  M — ,  you  are  about  to  loose  your  earthly  father  ;  but 
God  will  be  your  Father,  if  you  will  love  him  and  keep  his  com¬ 
mandments,  fcc.  Fare  you  well!  Where  is  E — ?  3Iy  dear  E— , 
you  are  now  to  have  your  earthly  father  taken  from  you  ;  but  God 
will  take  care  of  you,  and  provide  for  you,  if  you  will  listen  to  bis 
cf>unsel,  as  I  have  always  told  you. — I  now  bid  you  good  by!” 
(He  then  called  for  his  mother-in-law'.)  “My  dear  old  mother,  I 
bid  you  farew  ell  !  But  our  separation  is  short ;  w  c  shall  meet  in  a 
w'orld  where  trouble  is  no  more,  and  where  there  are  no  storm?, 

— Now”,  my  friends,  one  and  all,  I  lud  you  an  affectionate  fare- 
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I  well!”  He  earnestly  recommended  the  reIij;ion  of  Christ  to  his 
! friends,  and  said  “  Fare  you  well — fare  you  well !  I  go  a  long  jour* 
iney;  hless  you. — I  can  say  no  more — lay  me  dowm.” 

i4fterashort  pause  he  said,  “My  manuscripts  I  leave  to  the  care 
of  Mr.  Spring,  for  him  to  examine,  and  if  he  finds  any  thing  wor- 
I  thy  of  publication,  to  have  it  published  for  the  good  of  my  people.” 
j  (Seeing  his  black  girl  stand  by  the  bed,)  “M — ,  you  know,  I  al- 
iways  told  you  to  seek  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  put  your  trust 
in  him,  if  you  would  be  happy  hereafter.” 

After  a  short  pause,  he  exclaimed,  “  The  mercy  of  the  Lord 
endureth  for  ever.  He  will  never  leave  nor  forsake  those  that 
put  their  trust  in  him.”  He  then  lay  still  for  about  five  minutes; 
then  pronounced  these  words,  “  Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come  quickly  : 
why  is  thy  chariot  so  slow  ?  But  I  wish  not  to  be  impatient  ; 
not  my  will,  but  thine  be  done.”  Shortly  after  he  said,  “  He  that 
has  an  interest  in  the  blood  of  Christ  has  no  need  to  be  afraid  of 
dgath.”  The  doctor  then  felt  his  pulse — “  How'  is  my  pulse, 
Doctor.^ — “  Very  wreak.” — “  Is  it  possible  for  me  to  continue  five 
minutes  longer  ?” — “  That  is  impossible  for  me  to  say.” — “  Sit  by 
me,  and  tell  me  the  moment  of  my  departure.” — His  breath  grew 
gradually  shorter,  and  he  expired  about  twenty  minutes  afterw^ards, 
without  a  struggle. 

Who  on  reading  this  plain  unvarnished  account,  does  not  ex> 
claim,  “  Let  me  die  the  death  of  the  righteous,  and  Ui  my  last  end 
ftt  like  hisJ*^ 


I  FROM  THE  MISSOURI.

In  a  letter,  lately  received  from  the  Rev.  John  Matthews  at  St. 
i  Charles,  dated  December  25th,  we  were  informed  of  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  a  Presbytery  in  the  Missouri  Territory,  formed  agieeably 
i  to  a  resolution  of  the  Synod  of  Tennessee.  This  is  good  news, 
ji  May  the  desert  soon  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rose.  Some  addi- 
j  tional  information  is  found  in  the  following 

i  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  the  Rev.  IS^^lmon  Giddings,  at  St.  Louis, 
Missouri  Territory,  to  the  Kditor,  dated  January  \7th,  1818. 

i  “For  several  weeks  after  receiving  your  paper,  I  was  confined 
I  to  my  room  :  I  was  indeed  brought  to  the  borders  of  the  grave. — 
It  has  pleased  a  holy  and  righteous  God  to  restore  me  ;  and  1  hope 
that  he  will  make  me  useful  among  his  people.  So  soon  as  my 
health  would  permit,  I  met  with  the  people  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  Church  in  this  place.  The  desirable  object  was  effect¬ 
ed  on  the  15th  ofNovember  last,  and  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper  was  administered  on  the  2.Sd  instant,  for  the  fii*st,  time,  in 
the  church.  It  is  no  small  satisfaction  to  me  to  behold  a  branch  of 
that’*  vine,  w’hich  beareth  fruit  unto  eternal  life,  planted  here, 
where  wickedness  abounds  and  a  free  scope  is  given  to  the  licen- 
-»ou8  passions  and  vile  imaginations  of  the  depraved  heart.  Ini- 
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mediately  aftgr,  I  went  into  some  of  the  southern  counties,  aini 

commenced  the  formation  of  a  church  about  forty  miles  south, 
west  of  this  place  ;  but,  on  account  of  the  sevtu  ity  of  the  weather 
did  not  complete  its  organization,  but  deferred  it  till  April  next. 

“  Through  a  great  proportion  of  this  country,  there  is  an  in. 
creased  attention  to  religion.  The  peoj>le  appear  more  anxious  to 
hear  the  word  of  God  preached,  and  to  enjoy  the  means  ofgract 
When  1  came  to  the  country,  in  April,  1816,  there  was  not  a 
Presbyterian  church  nor  clergyman  in  the  territory.  Now,  there 
arc  four  regularly  organized  churches  and  four  clergymen.  \\\ 
met  on  the  18th  of  December,  according  to  apj)ointment  of  Synod 
and  constituted  a  Presbytery,  known  by  the  name  uf“31issouri 
Piesbytcry.”  We  prepared  an  address,  which  will  he  published 
probably  next  week,  in  the  Missouri  Gazette  printed  at  this  place. 
I  mention  these  things,  as  you  may  not  have  heard  them,  and  as 
tliey  may  afford  satisfaction  to  you  and  the  friends  of  Zion;  and 
that  thus  you  and  we,  who  are  labouring  in  this  liilherto  neglected 
part  of  the  vineyard,  may  rejoice  together  that  our  labour  is  not  in 
vain  in  the  Lord.”  [ChxL  R(c.] 


URACIOUS  ANSWER  TO  PERSEVERING  PRAYER.

effusion  of  Divine  grace,  even  though  for  the  present,  they  are  not 
favoured  with  any  visible  tokens  of  the  mighty  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  the  midst  of  them. 

“  Within  the  last  9  months,  a  very  considerable  attention  to  di¬ 
vine  things  has  appeared  in  this  congregation,  (Upper  Ten  iMile.; 
In  the  ht'ginning  of  last  summer,  it  appeared  that  in  one  sinal!  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  congregation,  several  individuals  w  ere  und*  r  deep  cod- 
victions.  About  three  years  before  that  time,  a  few  in  that  very 
corner  of  the  congregation,  had  agreed  to  meet  once  a  week  for 
prayer  and  praise  ;  and  covenanted  at  the  same  time  w  ith  God  ard 
each  other,  that  they  w  ould  continue  to  meet  for  these  exercise?, 
though  there  might  be  but  two  persons  to  lead  in  them.  And  io* 
deed,  this  was  often  the  case  afteru  ards,  and  frequently  those  who 
attended  were  so  few  in  number,  that  they  were  ready  to  give  it 
up  in  despair,  and  to  cry  out,  Is  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  clean 
gone  for  ever — will  he  he  favourable  no  more  ?  Hath  tfie  Lord  for¬ 
gotten  to  be  gracious — hath  he  in  anger  sliut  up  his  tender  mercy 
Thus  it  continued  till  the  beginning  of  last  summer,  when  God 
showed  himself  “  to  be  indeed  a  hearer  of  prayer.”  The  place 
where  the  small  society  usually  met  for  prayer,  was  in  a  school 
1  ou-fe.  Formerly  a  corner  of  the  house  w  ould  contain  those  who 
met  ;  now  it  was  died  to  overflowing,  A  moat  solemn  attention 
pervaded  these  meetings  :  a.nd  at  pnhiick  meetings,  which  tin  y 
second  Sabbat’li,  the  peonle  heard  as  for  eternit  v. 
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«1  shall  only  add,  that  on  the  communion  occasion  in  the  fall, 
*hree  adults  were^  liaptized,  and  twelve  or  fourteen  persons  were 
admitted  to  the  ordinance  of  the  supper  for  the  first  time.  The 
trork  is  evidently  progressing,  and  extending  through  other  parts 
ofthe  congregation.  Praying  societies  have  been  established  ;  and 
there  is  scarcely  a  night  in  the  week  in  which  there  is  not  a  meet- 
iog  for  prayer  and  praise  in  some  part  of  the  congregation.” — Jh,

she  can  make  out  a  few  chapters  in  the  New  Testament.  Her 
Bible  is  her  treasure  ;  and  you  cannot  delight  the  poor  old  wo¬ 
man  more  than  to  sit  down  and  read,  and  explain  a  chapter  to 
her.  O  that  there  >vere  many  such!  May  the  day  of  God's 
power  be  at  hand ! 

We  are  informed  that  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
for  several  months  past,  a  more  than  common  attention  to  divine 
things  is  manifested,  particularly  in  the  congregation  of  the  Rev, 
Thomas  Hoge,  of  Upper  Ten  Mile,  in  which  several  persons  are 
subjects  of  deep  conviction.  A  prayer-meeting  held  by  a  few  in 
this  Church  for  more  than  three  years  past,  had  become  so  poor- 
It  attended  that  it  seemed  as  if  the  Spirit  of  grace  and  of  supplica¬ 
tion  had  departed — yet  a  few  continued  to  breathe  out  their  ar¬ 
dent  prayers  at  the  throne  of  mercy,  and  the  Lord  who  regardeth 
the  breathings  of  faith,  was  pleased  to  restore  unto  them  the  joy 
of  his  salvation,  and  now  the  school-house  where  their  social  meet¬ 
ings  are  held,  is  filled  with  solemn  worshippers  of  the  God  of  mer¬ 
er,  and  humble  penitents,  who  seek  Jesus  the  Divine  Shepherd  in 
the  green  pastures  of  his  ordinances.  [Re/.  Rtmcml.]
